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Although  cash  farm  income  In  all  States  in  i942  was  considerably  higher  than  in  1911,  the 
largest  increases  tend  to  be  in  those  States  where  crop  conditions  were  most  favorable  in  1942, 
or  where  a  lar-ge  proportion  of  the.  income  was  obtained  from  meat  animals.  Areas  devoted  largely 
to  the  specfalty  crops  of  potatoes,  soybeans,  tobacco,  winter  cover  crops,  and  vegetable  seeds 
also  recorded  large  increases  in  income.

Snirmary 

The  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  January  made  a"bout  the  usual 
seasonal  decline  from  Decem"ber  and  totaled  1,270  million  dollars,  compared 
with  the  revised  estimate  of  1,^99  million  dollars  in  December  and  1,005  | 
million  dollars  in  January  19^2,    Income  from  cotton  and  oil-"bearing  crops 
declined  less  than  usual,  and  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  was  up  sharply,  "but 
those  advances  were  aljout  offset  hy  larger  than  usual  declines  in  income  from 
meat  aiximals,  food  grains,  tohacco,  and  fruits,    Govornmont  jjaymcnts  in 
Jrjiur,ry  totaled  100  million  dollars  compared  with  72  million  dollars  in 
Doccm'bor  and  111  million  dollars  in  January  of  last  year.     Total  cash  farm 
income  in  January  of  1,370  million  dollars,  including  Government  payments,  was 
23  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  shortage  of  meats  has  "been  reflected  in  a  sharp  increase  in  the 
demand  for  poultry  and  eggs,  and  income  from  these  products,  after  allowance 
for  the  usual  seasonal  trend,  was  about  50  percent  higher  in  January  than  in 
Octoher,    The  laying  flocks  on  farms  have  increased  sharply  v.dth  the  addition 
of  the  19^2  pullet  crop,  and  egg  prices  have  declined  much  less  than  usual 
since  Novemher,  owing  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  ceiling  price  on  eggs 
restricted  the  usual  seasonal  rise  in  the  fall  months. 

Income  from  cotton  in  January  was  dovm  much  less  than  usual,  as  the 
number  of  loans  on  cotton  continued  larger.    Marketings  of  v;heat  increased 
sharply  in  January  follov/ing  the  establishment  of  new  ceiling  prices  on  flour, 
but  vrere  offset  by  a  shaip  decline  in  the  quantity  of  wheat  placed  under  loan, 
and  income  from  all  broad  grains  made  slightly  more  than  the  usual  seasonal 
decline.    Income  from  tobacco  also  doclinod  more  than  seasonally  as  the  opening 
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of  the  market- after  the  holidays  was  delayed  awaiting  the  Q-o-vemment  order  on 
allocation  of  supplies.    Income  from  fruits  also  declined  more  than  usual 
"because  of  the .  sharp  drop;in  citrus  prices  in  early  January,    Marketings  of 
all  species  of  neat  animals  declined  more  than  usual  from  Decomher  to  January, 
and  income  declined , after  seasonal  adjustment. 

These  deviations  from  the  usual  seasonal  changes  in  farm  income  from 
DeccnlDcr  to  January  a'bout  offset  each  other  and  the  seasonally  adjusted  index 
of  income  decreased  from  226*5  percent  in  Deoentor  to  225. 5, .in  January,  Total 
income  from  crops  and  total  income  from  livestock  and  liYGstock  procucts  wepo 
"both  down  slightly  more  than  usual.  /  ■ 

"It  now  appears  prohablo  that  income  in  PelDruary  v/ill  make  at  least  the 
usual  seasonal  decline  from  January,  "but  no  sharp  droji  .^q  ,the  seasonally 
adjusted  index  is  anticipated.    Marketings  of  meat  at;iniq,ls  continued  light  in 
the  first  3  weeks  of  Pehruary  "but  prices  to  producers  increased  slightly  more 
than  usual.    The  decline  in  prices  of  chickens  and  eggs  from  January  to 
Pehruary  was  slightly  more  than  usual,  "but  marketings  continued  unusually 
heavy.    Prices  of  truck  crops  increased  somewhat  in  Pehruaiy  Tsut  supplies  were 
sharply  reduced  by  freezing  weathiBr  in  most  of  the  southern  States,    Prices. of 
dairy  products  declined  less  than  usual  in  February,

The  revised  estimate  of  income  from  farm  marketings  in  December 
1,^99  nillion  dollars       was  30  percent  higher  than    a  year  earlier.  Income 
was  above  the  same  month  of  19^+1  in  all  but  four  States,    Incpme  from  crops  in 
several  of  the  States  in  December  was  somewhat  Igss  than  a  year  earlier  and  in 
a  fov7  States  the  decline  v/as  sufficient  to  more  than  offset  higher  returns 
from  livestock.

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In  the  North  Atlantic  area,  income  in  Decemtor  was  only  3  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  —  the  smallest  increase  for  any  region.     Income  from  crops 
in  that  area  was  much  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  income  from  livestock  was 
up  only  12  percent.     Income  from  crops  in  the  East  Uorth  Central  region  also 
was  somewhat  lower  than  in  Decenher  19^-+1  "but  income  from  livestock  was  up 
sharply  and  total  income  was  up  17  percent.     In  the  remaining  regions  the 
increase  in  income  ranged  from  31  to  percent. 

During  19^2  total  cash  income  v/as  substantially  higher  than  in  19^1  in 
all       States,     The  percentage  increase  in  income  from  19^1  to  19^2  is  shown 
in  the  chart  on  the  cover  page.     The  smallest  increases  in  income  were  in  the 
North  Atlantic  area.    In  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  income  was  only  15  and 
17  percent  higher  than  in  19^1,  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  it  was  up  only 
2h  percent.     In  all  the  remaining  regions  the  increase  in  income  was  from 
35  to        percent,  v;ith  the  ¥est  North  Central  region  recording  the  greatest 
increase  for  the  third  successive  year.     In  the  various  States  outside  the 
North  Atlantic  area  the  increase  in  income  ranged  from  25  percent  in  Tennessee 
to  69  percent  in  North  Carolina,  hut  in  most  of  the  States  the  increase  was 
"between  30  and  ^5  peircent. 

Government  payments  during  I9U2  totaled  o97  million  dollars  or  I9  per- 
cent  more  tlian    the  586  million  dollars  paid  to  farmers  in  19^1.     In  most  of 
the  States,  Government  payments  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  in  some 
of  the  States,  particularly  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  lov/a,  Missouri, 
and  Nebraska,  payments  were  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  as  the  payments 
on  the  I9U1  program  were  relatively  late  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  v;ere 
made  in  the  early  months  of  19^2, 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  in  Deccmhor  v/as 
only  3  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Sales  of  tobacco  were  much  smaller 
than  in  December  19^1,  and  returns  from  vegetables  also  were  dovm  somewhat, 
resulting  in  a  decline  of  20  percent  in  income  from  crops  for  the  region  as  a 
whole.    Income  from  meat  animals  and  poultry  products  x-ras  substantially  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  but  the  returns  from  dairy  products  were  up  only  1  percent, 
so  that  income  from  all  livestock  was  only  12  percent  higher  than  in  December 
I9U1,    In  Rhode  Island  and  New  York,  income  was  somewhat  lov/er  than  a  year 
eaxlior,  and  in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  income  vras  only  slightly  higher. 
The  remaining  States  recorded  increases  in  income  of  from  10  to  35  percent. 

Cash  income  from  farm    marketings  and  Government  payments  in  this  region 
during  I9U2  i^as  2h  percent  higher  than  in  19^1  but  the  increase  v/as  less  than 
in  any  other  geographic  region.     The  increase  in  the  different  States  ranged 
from  15  percent  in  Connecticut  to  ^8  percent  in  Maine.     The  increase  in  income 
from  dairy  products  in  19U2  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  was  sor.cwhat  less 
than  from  most  other  com.modities,  and  the  importrnce  of  dair>'  products  in  this 
region  as  a  source  of  income  was  an  important  factor  in  the  relatively  small 
increase  in  income.

Incone  fron  crops  in'  all  States  of  the  East  ITorth  Central  rogion  except 
Indiana  v/as  snallcr  in  Docon'bGr  19^2  than  in  Decen'bcr  19^1,  "but  incono  fron 
livestock  was  higher  in  all  States  and  total  incone  was  considera'bly  higher  in 
all  States  except  Michigan,  where  it  was  6  percent  lower  than  a  year  earlier. 

Baring  19^2  incone  from  farm  marketings  and  C-overnment  payments  in  the 
East  ITorth  Central  region  was  35  percent  higher  than  in  19^1»  the  increases  in 
income  in  different  States  ranging  from  31  to  ^1  percent.    Returns  from  crops 
and  livestock  were  suhstantially  higher  in  all  States,  and  G-ovemcent  payments 
also  were  up  sharply  in  all  States,    The  crops  recording  the  greatest  increases 
in  income  in  this  region  during  19^2  were  soy^beans,  dr;-  edihle  iDeans,  potatoes, 
and  truck  crops,  hut  incone  from  wheat  was  somewh-at  less  than  a  year  earlier 
owing  to  the  smaller  crop.    Returns  fron  all  types  of  livestock  increased 
sharply  in  this  area  during  19^2,  "but  the  greatest  increases  were  fron  hogs, 
eggs,  and  cattle, 

Vest  ITorth  Central  Region 

Incone  iron  "both  crops  and  livestock  recorded  sharp  increases  in  the 
Vest  ITorth  Central  region  during  Decenber,  and  total  incone  fron  fam  narket- 
ings  was  up  38  percent.    In  Iowa  the  increase  in  incone  over  a  year  earlier 
was  only  23  percent,  "but  in  South  Dakota  incone  was  up  62  percent,  and  in 
North  Dakota,  6g  percent.    The  large  quantity  of  wlieat  placed  under  loan  in 
this  area  during  Decenher  was  an  important  factor  in  the  increase  in  incone 
from  q,rops,  ."but  incone  from  feed  grains,  soybeans,  and  potatoes  also  wo.s 
.sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  increase  in  incone  fron  19^1  to  19U2  in  this  region  v;as  greater  than 
in  any  other  region  and  amounted  to  hk  percent.    This  is  the  third  successive 
year  this  region  has  recorded  the  largest  increase  in  incone.    During  the 
drought  years  193^  to  I936  there  was  severe  liquidation  of  livestock  in  this 
area  which  resulted  in  a  relatively  low  level  of  incone  in  these  States  for 
several  years.     If  incono  in  the  different  regions  in  19^2  is  conpared  with 
the  incone  during  the  period  192^29,  it  appears  that  incone  in  this  region 
has  now  returned  to  about  Its  usual  relationship  vdth  incone  in  the  other  areas 
of  the  United  States,     In  the  West  North  Central  re^rion,  income  in  194-2  was 

percent  higher  than  the  average  for  192i4-29,  whereas  the  increase  for  the 
United  States  as  a  whole  amounted  to  ^9  percent. 

South  Atlantic  Region  • 

Incone  fron  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  was^ 37  percent  higher  in 
.  Decenber  than  a  year  earlier,  but  incono  fron  livestock  and  livestock  products 
wap'up  onlv  21  percent  as  marketings  of  livestoclc  were  relatively  light  m 
several  States  of  the  region,  and  in  North  and  Sou.h  Carolina  income  from  live- 
stock was  below  that  of  Decenber  I9U1,    However,  total  incono  fron  marketings 
in  all  States  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier,    and  income  for  the 
region  as  a  whole  vras  up  31  percent.
